MORE P.W.D. MEN WANTED. 
THe Hon. Mr. Pollock. in the 


" course of his speech, stated that 
_ he had’ been asked by 


his 
-Unofficial colleagues to address 
the Council on their behalf, leav- 
ingit to them to bring forward 
individually any special points 
which they wished to make. 
After congratulating the Govern- 
ment and the Colony on the

MR. LOWE'S SPEECH. 
* LEGALISED: OBBSERY. 

In. the course’ of a lengthy 
speech, mainly concerned with 
financial matters. the Hon. Mr. 
A. RK. Lowe referred to the Gov- 
ernment expectation of a still 
sat gae end of 1923, 
after paying socre five million 
dollars out of revenue for captital 
expenditure. Heo admitred that 
partly this was luck, “but,” he 
said. “there is a part whith con- 
sists of legalised" robbe the 
shape of  over-taxation 0. 
the individual.” Mr. Lowe went 
to refer to,the Colony's 
“reserve,” which will be fourteen 
million dollars at the end of this 
year, and said that even this 
figure was $2,200,000 lower than 
it should be, as the Shipping 
Control profits were erroneously 
treated as a liability. “ Under 
similar circumstances,” he re- 
marked. “the directors of a 
Limited Company would find it 
very difficult to witbhold, paying 
a bonus dividend of four to six 
million dollars, and therefore the 
Government can easily afford to 
refon¢ four to six million dollars 
jtaxation on account of 1923—that 
is. if they desire to live up to 
their word.” He urged the 
isuspending of the duties collect- 
sable on liquor and tobacco, 
jestimated, in 1924 to produce 
3,095,009, “ which world bring us 
jback to the proud position we 
theld for so long of- being a free 
port.” Hefurther mentioned that 
ithe dutie@n light wines had not 
apparently been reconsidered, as

Chinese schoolboys of disorderly 
conduct by molesting _ young

Evidence was given bye the 
Park-kKeapet to the offect that 
feminine voices taised to a 
seream drew his attention to the 
terraces lading from the statue 
to the fountain in the lower 
Garden, and he caught sight of 
three sunny girls surrounded by 
a crowd of about tem boys. No 
actual molestation was seen by 
the witness, but he saw the boys 

ing and hustling each other: 

ch away as to impede the 
girls. who were going down the 
the steps. The group broke up» 
on witness's arrival, and, follow- 
ing twe of the boys, he came upon 
them in Macdonnell Road in the 
custody of a Chinese dressed in 
European clothes. He  toak 
charge of them and brought them 
before the Superintendent of the 
Forestry Department by whom 
they ware new charged. 

The Head Gardener. stated 
that he followed the park-keeper 
as the latter pursued the two 
boss into Macdonnell Road. His 
emce was that he saw four 
girls in the crowd. 

Surprise was created in the 
Court wher this witness said he 
was positively sure that one of 
the boys present in the Court 


its. answer the charge was not 
joae of those arrested. Examin- 


ted, this hoy said he was appear- 
ing as a sabstitate for his 
cousin, who had gone to Canton. 

He ‘could say that the girls 
teased them frst by calling them 
truants. . 

Dr. S.C. Ho, who was the per- 
son described by the first witness, 
deposed to intercepting the boys 
in Macdonnell Road. That was 
about half-past ten yesterday 
morning, when he was going in‘a 1g 
chair. <At the sound of polic 
whistles, he jumped from his 
chair, and caught the two boys 
as they came up. He could not 
identify the first defendant as 
being one of the boys whom he 
caught. . 

Mr. W. J. Carrie, acting Sue 
perintendent of the. Forestry 
Department. in the absence o 
Mr. Green, stated thar they had 
considerable trouble over matters 
like this in the gardens. Sevaral 
complaints had been made 
young girls, being interfered with 
and letters of an indecent nature 
had been stuck on to seats and 
trees. He brought up this case 
as it seemed there had been 
much of this going on anda stop 
ought to be put to it. 

‘His Worship -referred to the 
doubtful nature of the evidence, 
as it appeared to him that certain 
statements made by the first two 
witnesses were unsatisfactory and 
did not concur in certain respects. 
No evidence of actual molesting 
was given and in their evidence 
both witnesses admitted they 
wore thirty yards away from the’ 
spot. It was unfortunate ‘that! 
the complainants did not appes 
to give evidence. He gave outa 
caution to both the boys and 
ordered that the bail of $5 deposi 
ed by absent defendants be con 
fiscated.

Ivis with the greatest regret 
that we have to record the death 
of Mr.S. B.C. Rass. O.B.E., Post. 
master General of Hongkong, 
which occurred at Home on 
Tuesday whilst undergoing an 
operation. The sad news ‘was 
Officially notified in a Gorera- 
ment Guretle  Extracrdsnary 
issued yesterday afternoon in the 
follawing term: ~ 

“His Excellency the Governor 
deeply regrets to state that he has 
received a telegram from the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies 
teporting the death on October 
15th, while under an anaesthetic, of 
Mr. Stewart Buckle Carne Ross, 
OBE. Postmaster General 
Hongkong. 

“Mr. Ress joined the service of 
this Coleny,in 1902 after “having 
served for a year in the Federated 
Malay States. During his carear 
in this Celony he did valuable work 
in many appointments. For over 
seven years he held with credit to 
himself, and benefit to the pubjic 
the important office of Postmaster 
General, and on two occasions he 
acted with success a3 Secretary for 
Chinese Affairs, occupying in that 
capacity seats in the Executive and 
Legislative Councils, 

“In 1920 he was created an Offi- 
cer of the Most Excellent Order of 
the British Empire in recognition 
of big valuable werk as Postal 
Censor during the War. 

“The Governor feels that in ex- 
pressing his deep personal regr: 
as the death of this able and trast- 
ed officer he speaks also for Mr. 
Ross's coleagues in the Govern- 
ment service and for al! thoze 
members of the community to 
whom he was known.” .

His 
last annual report, written in a

outlook on Hfe. During bis 
iperiods of service in the New
